Fortunately, the Covina fire 
department responded promptly and 
within a few minutes after the alarm 
was given was pouring water upon 
the blazing building from two lines 
-of hose. A brief time was lost by 
the bursting o£ a sectioh of one of 
the httm lines.

VICTIM VISITING IN COVINA

while standing beside his automobile 
on State street, at the first shock of 
the Santa Barbara earthquake, was 
a nephew of Mrs. J. O. Houser of 
this city. Mr. Litchfield was a trav- 
eling inspector of the Shell Oil com- 
pany, having in charge the stations 
between San Francisco and Santa 
Barbara. Last Saturday he drove 
south as far as Santa Barbara, ac- 
companied by his mother, Mrs. Belle 
Litchfield, placing her on the train at 
Santa Barbara for Covina to visit 
her sister and family, Mr. and Mrs. 
J. O. Houser of this.city.. 


The young man, but twenty-eight 


years of age, was killed while stand- 
ing beside his automobile, in front 
of one of the demolished business 
blocks on State street. He was bur- 
ied beneath the fallen debris, and 
his body was not removed until Tues- 
day afternoon, in a badly crushed 
condition.

OF EXPERIENCES 


IN EARTHQUAKE 


Mr. and Mrs. Harold Gauldin, who 


were in Santa Barbara during the 
earthquake, tell of their experiences 
in a thrilling manner. 


Mr. and Mrs. Gauldin went to San. 


ta Barbara two or three weeks ago 
in order that Mr. Gauldin might take 
a course in the normal school. They 
occupied an apartment on the second" 
floor, two blocks north of the Hotel 
Arlington, on Mieheltoreno street. 
Mrs. Gauldin was preparing break- 
fast when the first shock occurred. 
The table and ice chest were thrown 
into the middle o.f the room, and the 
door became so badly twisted it 
could not be opened. They finally 
succeeded 
in 
effecting 
an 
exit 


through 
another • door 
and 
made 


their way to the street. Later, when. 
Mr. Gauldin returned to turn off the 
gas, he found kettles which had con- 
tained water upside down on the 
stove.

Mr. GauJdint 
believed that the excessive damage 
to the California hotel, which had 
just been completed, was due to the 
fact that the mortar between tne 
bricks had not thoroughly cured. 


The electricity was turned off af- 


ter the first shock, doubtless prevent* 
ing fires. The reservoir on the hill 
cracked and precipitated all of its 
water into the streets, which caused 
a flood for a couple of hours, but did 
no special damage.

The adoption by the California 


Walnut Growers' Association of a 
new and uniforia'meinbership policy 
and a revised and uniform growers' 
contract was announced Saturday by 
Carlyle Thorpe, general manager. 
The new 'plan is being submitted to 
more than 4300 walnut growers for 
their signatures, anil it is designed 
to, benefit the association growers, 
who comprise 87 per cent of theTwal- 
nut growers of the state, and also to 
increase the membership. 


"The new membership policy is 


designed to bestow the greatest pos- 
sible benefi.t upon the grower who 
firmly believos. in co-operative nar 
keting and lives up to his contract 
with the association in every parti- 
cular,"- says Mr. Thorpe. "Quite 
naturally the policy will bring no 
comfort to the grower who is in and 
out-—the fellow who participates in 
co-operative 
marketing 
when 
he 


thinks it is going to be of benefit to 
Him and throw's it over when he feels 
that by so doing his own selfish in- 
terests will be best served. 


"In the past a small percentage 


of growers have been tempted to 


\" violate their contracts J with the as- 


ociation and sell their crops to in- 
ependent buyers, regardless of the 
act that the association had gone to 
onsiderable trouble and expense to 
make arrangements for the market- 
ng of their crops. 


"The matter of contract violation 


s one with which every co-operative 
marketing organization iff the coun- 
ry has experienced a great deal of 
ifficulty. It has .been one of the 
reatest handicaps, because there 
as always been more or less uncor- 
ainty regarding the ultimate ton- 
age. Selling campaigns, based 'upon 
ational advertising, have frequent- 
y been jeopardized by failure to 
eliver crops during short-crop years 
.nd eagerness to cooperate during, 
easons when marketing conditions 
ave been erratic and speculators' 
lave been reluctant to buy at at- 
ractive prices. 
"This phase of the business has 


'requently worked a hardship upon 
;he grower who lives up to his con- 
;raet. Under our new membership 
>olicy, membership in'o'ur organiza- 
ion will be a privilege rather than a 
>enalty. 


"Instead of having to go into the 


courts to , compel the 
•' in-stnd-out' 


jroWer to deliver his crop, the organ- 
zation will be in a position to sus- 
pend him from membership, and he 
cannot again be elected to member- 
ship for a period of three years. 


"The 
membership books will be 


open only every other year, except in 
the case of new growers, who can 
join any year, between January 1 
and August 1. 
'

Some day tTy?re will be a complete system of refores- 


tation in operation in Los Angeles county and probably 
over all portions of the Angeles forest reserve. 


And when that time comes let us hope there will be 


a few remaining who will remember Stuart J. .Flintham, 
and speak of the pioneer work he performed to save our 
watersheds from ruin. 


Flintham died last week following a breakdown, and 


his body is even now enroute to his old home in the east 
to lie with that of his ancestors. For years he had been 
county forester and county fire warden here, working early 
and late, night and day at small compensation, and con- 
fronted at all times by a great weight of'apathy on the 
part of the public he served. A few1 ranchers, a few man- 
agers of cooperative marketing organizations understood 
•what Flintham was doing and aided him, but the great 
'public mass never comprehended the value of his work, 
, and as a matter of fact hindered him more thanlhey helped 


him. 
But he accomplished more for reforestation and 


forest protection than any one individual on the Pacific 
coast. Thera are organizations and groups on the coast 
that are now carrying on his work whose inspiration was 
received from Flintham, and these organizations will grow 
in power as the years come, and some day- there will be 
an adequate system of forest protection that will make 
our mountains desirably lovely and a blessing' instead of 
a menace. 


Flintham gave his life for his work. During the last 


great forest fire he was on the fire line night and day. 
His body, ever frail, was driven on by the dynamic force 
of the man's own will. His-flesh was weak but his spirit 
was ever aflame. He came out of that great fight thorough- 
ly exhausted, and he never completely rallied. 


Flintham believed that the projects of water conser- 


vation, flood control, mountain playgrounds, reforestation 
and fire-control were not only interrelated, but that in fact 
the projects should be looked upon as one (project—that 
/they all meant the :^ 
cpnldib.erdbne toward cohering the mountains with alieavy 
growth unless there was some system by which the great 
areas might be adequately patrolled. He saw th'e futility 
of nursing along a forest cover only to see it swept off by 
fire every few years. He visualized lakes behind great 
dams, and the utilization of this, conserved water to make 
safer .the watersheds __ until the mountains were again 
clothed and the floods permanently checked. Forest growth 
he saw as the basic thing, the establishment of which would 
mean the elimination of floods, the removal of water famine 
and the beautification of the people's great domain. If 


" every drop of water that was conserved .behind eveiy 


dam in the mountains was diverted to the hill crowns and 
4ised to grow a forest cover it would be more intelligently 
used than to attempt to divide it and prorate it and quarrel 
about the ownership of it, he cqntended. For it would, 
through such use, produce such a great volume of water 
that there would be no water problem on the Southern 
California coastal plane. Conservation of the water be- 
hind darns in the mountains to be used to re-clothe the 
mountains would in fifty years produce such a condition 
that no amount of population and no possible expansion 
of agriculture in the valleys could exhaust the supply of 
water thus conserved, he contended. But he did not em- 
phasize these things too strongly, contenting himself with 
a more concrete educational campaign, realizing that what 
seemed obvious to him was difficult of comprehension to 
the average citizen. 


Flintham was a practical dreamer. Such men are the 


foundations of society. He could 'have gone into com- 
mercial life and sold his knowledge at any time for a half 
dozen times more than the county paid him. He was 
repeatedly approached by owners of great estates, by 
stibdivisionists, to aid them'in plans for floral and arboreal 
culture. But he preferred to wrestle with this great 
problem that so vitally concerned the public as a whole. 
He got nothing for it save a bare living. And when he 
died last week only a few knew that the county and 
Southern California had lost a really great citizen. He 
was greater than * men who who conceive and build vast 
coliseums. He was greater and more useful to mankind 
than the builders of commerce and the men who establish 
the marts of trade, for his philosophy and his training led 
him to fundamental things, and there is nothing so funda- 
mental, so inescapable as the fact that if the mountains 


- are not conserved this country which is so beautiful and 


so desirable cannot survive.

Ten Million Radios Predicted 


for U. S. in Five Years 


Predicting an expenditure of $450,000,- 


000 for radio by the "fans" of the nation 
during 1925, experts have estimate* that 
by1930 there will be 10,000,000 receiving 
sets in operation in the country. Five 
years ago, approximately $2,000,000 was 
spent for apparatus, and last year the 
amount had increased almost 175 times 
that figure. In 1923, there were 145,350 
sets in use on the farms, and one year 
later the number had more than doubled. 
At the beginning of the industry, all 
apparatus were assembled by the own- 
ers, but with the steady development of 
parts and hookups, the volume of ready- 
built instruments purchased increased 
until about forty per cent are now sold 
ready to tune in. To supply the more 
than 4,000,000 homes now equipped with 
receiving sets, programs are broadcast 
from .563 stations.

This is done in huge aer- 
ation plants where the water is ejected 
through perforated pipes.

Separating Cream from Milk 
A separator that siphons off the creani 
rom a bottle of miHc and automatically 


. j the flow when the cream line ia 


reached, is shown in the illustration, and 
can be made for about the price of a 
aottle of milk. All that is necessary is a 
STo. 11 2-hole rubber stopper, and a 15-in. 
ength of %o or %-in. glass tubing. Two 
sends are made in the tubing, one about 


in. from the end, and another 3V& or 4. 


in. from the first. 
The tubing can be 
bent by holding it 
in a gas flame, 
turning the t u b e 
in the fingers and 
moving it back 
and forth in the 
flame so that it is 
heated for about 1 
in. of its length. 
When it begins to 
bend of itself it is 
taken by the ends 
and bent gently, at 
the same time 
moving the point 
where it is bending most out'to the edge 
of the flame. By bending slowly and 
spreading the bend over IMs in. of the 
tube a smooth even bend will result. 
The tubing isi broken off just above the 
second bend by scratching it on one side* 
with a three-cornered file, grasping it on 
either side of the scratch with the fingers 
and giving it a quick snap. The rubber 
stopper is cut with a very sharp knife to 
leave a section -lie in. thick; this is laid 
over the mouth of the bottle and the 
outline of the mouth traced on the rub- 
ber. Concentric with this another circle 
is drawn, % in. smaller in radius; now, 
with a sharp knife a circular groove ia 
cut around the stopper, about %o in. 
deep, between the circles. The stopper 
and tube are then assembled as ahown, 
and put in place so that the short arm 
comes to the cream line. 
Close the 


open Lola in the stopper with the thumb 
and thrust sharply downward, then with- 
draw the thumb. The sudden pressure 
starts the flow of the siphon and it keeps 
on running until the cream line ia 
readied.

With tho potential scarcity of 


smudge oil, due to limited local fa- 
cilities for handling and increased 
number of heaters, it behooves one to 
consider solid fuel for heating. « 


As a matter of fact, Mr. Floyd 


Young, head of the U. S. meteorlogi- 
al bureau at Pomona, has advocated 
repeatedly the small and numerous 
fires for orchard heating. 
The in- 


tense heat generated at widely sep- 
arated points has not proved 
effi- 


cient. If large heaters are used they 
should not "be less in number than 
one to every other tree, and the bor- 
der rows should be solid. 


.The Diamond briquet, which is ft 


new fuel to Southern California, is 
mode from South Prairie, a coking 
coal mixed with a free-burning coal 
with an asphaltum binder that when 
lighted gives off an open flame for 
several hours, which in itself is suf- 
ficient to raise the temperature many 
degrees. 


When used in a specially designed 


heater for orchards the heater is fill- 
ed with briquets, which require no 
priming other than a sprinkle of 
heavy oil over the top layer, and 
when lighted with the ordinary torch 
immediately gives off an open flame, 
f radunlly heating the entire cylinder, 
which will give maximum heat for 
8 to 10 hours and requires no extra 
fuel during that time. 


The refilling has been simplified in 


that no primer is required to be pre- 
pared. The Diamond, briquets are 
merely dumped into the heater, a 
little smudge oil sprinkled over top 
layers and they are ready for light- 
ing. 


They light instantly and 20 cents 


worth of fuel will last 8 to 10 hours. 
No equipment is required other than 
a torch and sprinkling can. One man 
can light 100 in ten minutes, and two 
men can refill ou ten acres in four 
hours.

A. L. FOSTER REYNOLDS WEDS

NEW WALNUT HULLER 


IS INGENIUS DEVICE 


The Presbyterian manse was the 


scene of an eight o'clock wedding

A number of years ago a group of 


walnut growers of the Pomona valley 
established a trust fund to finance 
experiments in building a satisfac- 
tory walnut huller. For eight years! 
McHenry Ross has been, making and 
discarding models on the Palmerston 
ranch about a mile south of Baldwin 
Park. Now a machine is said to have- 
been made which will meet the re- 
quirements. The experiments are re-, 
ported to have cost about $7000. 


A goodly portion of the walnut 


crop drops from the trees with the 
hulls on. Hand hulling is a alow and 
difficult process. A huller was placed 
on the market twenty years ago, a 
number of them being put into use. 
In this contrivance the nuts pass be- 
tween two sets of converging steel- 
wive brushes, the hulls being remov- 
ed chiefly by frictional pressure. The 
new machine claws off the hulls with 
steel fingers. 


Dumped from pickers' cans into 


a hopper holding five or six sacks, 
the nuts are picked up by steel fin- 
gers and placed on endless chains, 
where they are held in place about 
four inches apart by means of side- 
flanges. The standard machine haa 
six chains with space for four more 
if greater capacity is desired. The 
nuts pass between double rows of 
steel claws above and below. 
The 


claws are four-inch bands half an 
inch wide, sufficiently thick to pene- 
trate and rip off the hulls, but pliant 
enough to adjust themselves and pre- 
vent clogging. Each nut passes thru 
fourteen pairs of claws. The nuts 
t\;en pass into the cleaner, a half 
cylinder in which a heavy bristle • 
brush revolves through running water 
with scant clearance. The nuts come 
out ready for the bleaching racks. 


Tho machine may be operated by 


hand with a crank or with direct- 
drive belt froni,|«W£,i$mall engine. 
Its capacity is flWtae'kB per chain 
per hour and a six-chain machine can 
hull thirty sacks an hour, its invent- 
o'r'says. By actual test, Mr. Ross de- 
clares, the machine hulled twenty- 
five sacks while au expert huller 
hulled half a sack. 


Mr. Boss is confident his machine 


has solved a hitherto tedious and 
costly port of the work of walnut 
handling.
